HILE thus extending the season’s greetings to readers of THE BLOoD-HORSE, 

we deem it fitting also to say that the feeling generally on the Turf is that 
1933 ended better than it began. There was broadening of the field of occupation 
for horses, indicating in the near future an increase in opportunity for earning, and 
there is a definite upturn in values, both for breeding stock and animals for racing 
purposes. The year 1934 appears to offer much to the hopeful horseman. 


AID THE REMOUNT. 


URING the Charles Town meeting, Beau 
Belmont, otherwise John J. Fitz Gerald, of 
The Morning Telegraph (New York), took time 
out to visit Front Royal, Va., to write entertain- 
ingly and instructively concerning the United 
States Remount Service and its station there in 
charge of Major John F. Wall. In a sentence, 
Beau Belmont draws the conclusion that “every- 
thing about the property is a credit to the 
service.” 
He is at one with the opinion hitherto ex- 
pressed by THE BLOOD-HORSE that the Remount 
Service has been and should continue to be of 
vast benefit to this Nation. He hears with alarm 
that its activities may be checked by the incom- 
ing Congress through reduction of appropriation, 
which has been gradually whittled down from 
$250,000 yearly, to $50,000 or thereabout. He 
well says: 


Men versed in the needs of the Remount are of the 
opinion that in order to ensure reasonable development 
a more substantial appropriation should be made. They 
maintain that whatever the cost of upkeep may be, 
it has, in the past, been justified by the results achieved. 


Beau Belmont made reference to the aid given 
by the Remount to farmers throughout the land; 
pictured the necessity for perpetuation of the 
horse in military service, and urged that “it is 
vital that we have a large reserve in case of war, 
a lesson taught by the great world conflict.” 

In order to build up such a reserve, he points 
out, the Remount Service should be able to pro- 
duce 15,000 to 20,000 horses yearly, many of 
which would be lost before their fourth year, at 
which time they become available for duty. 

The number of stallions now in government 
service throughout the country is 700. There 
should not be less. The present number of horses 
and mules in the United States Army is approxi- 
mately 24,000, of which one-half are available 
for riding. Annual replacement requirements 


for mounts are 1,200, which is to say 10 per cent. 

Beau Belmont brings out the fact that, while 
for a long time many of this country’s better 
poloists considered themselves not well mounted 
unless upon a horse from the Argentine, or some 
other foreign land, “the triumphant Western 
team in the August matches at Chicago used 
homebred horses, many the result of the Re- 
mount Bureau.” 


Further he note’ that, “after having given the 
tractor a chance to prove its worth,’ small 
farmers throughout the country “are falling back 
on the horse once more,” and that “it is to this 
class that the Remount work has a separate 
appeal.” 

The low fees at which government stallions 
stand makes them available to the smallest agri- 
culturist, and, he comments, “the steady growing 
demand for such stallions says this branch of 
Remount work is being appreciated.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is intensely interested in 
seeing the Remount program carried to fruition, 
and, therefore, this magazine is not in accord 
with any policy designed to produce curtailment 
of activities along the lines originally formulated 
for the production of essential remounts for the 
Army. 

We feel that the time is at hand when the Con- 
gress, to convene at Washington next week, 
should be asked to give more serious and definite 
consideration to this subject, and that, in doing 
so, it should lend an ear to the farmers and live 
stock producers of the country, rather than to 
politicians. 

We, therefore, offer the suggestion that each 
reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE immediately write to 
his Senator and Representative, urging the Con- 
gress to provide an appropriation sufficient to 
enable the purchase of stallions for the Remount 
Service to be resumed and continued until the 
program has been completely worked out.

“THE HORSEMEN’S CHURCH.” 


T the testimonial dinner in Lexington, Wed- 

nesday, November 15, tendered by the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America to Joseph E. Widener, 
one of this country’s foremost sportsmen, Rt. 
Rev. H. P. Almon Abbott, Bishop of the Episco- 
pal Diocese of Lexington, in the course of his 
highly interesting address, took occasion to 
thank the horsemen of the United States for their 
great generosity a few years back in erecting 
the edifice of the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Lexington. 


He said that wherever he goes he is asked: 
“How is the Horsemen's Church getting along?” 
The church is looked upon as a sort of shrine for 
lovers of the horse throughout the land. The 
Bishop said that he had to be truthful, and his 
reply has invariably been that the Church of the 
Good Shepherd is passing through dire financial 
straits. 


The Bishop intimated in that address that, 
unless the horsemen come to its rescue with their 
accustomed generosity, the future of the church 
is precarious to a degree. He thanked the horse- 
men for their past goodness, and coupled with it 
the traditional idea of gratitude: “A lively expec- 
tation of favors to come.” 


In a very real sense, the honor of the horse- 
men, not alone those of the original contributors 
who remain in life, but those of the craft who 
are filling the ranks of the departed, is involved 
in the continuance of this Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 


It occupies a unique relationship to horsemen 
in all sections of the country, and it would be in 
nature calamitous, with a very definite reflection 
upon those in the Thoroughbred horse breeding 
and racing ranks, were the church compelled to 
close its doors through lack of country-wide 
support. 


There is a bonded indebtedness of some $30,000 
and other indebtedness approximating $14,000, 
created independent of the cost and completion 
of the edifice, which was fully paid for from the 
fund raised from horsemen by a committee of 
horsemen. 


The bonds are coming due and, of course, they 
must, in some manner, be paid. 


Bishop Abbott has been carrying on as rector, 
giving his services, gratis, in an effort to tide 
over the critical emergency in the affairs of the 
parish. 

A check, large or small, from each one who is 
inclined to and will contribute at this time will 
be of great assistance, and will be greatly ap- 
preciated by the Bishop and his vestrymen, sev- 
eral of whom are horsemen.

OE McLENNAN and Tod Sloan died on the 

same day (December 21), the former at 
Miami, the latter at Los Angeles. Both had dis- 
tinguished careers on the Turf, the former as an 
official and the latter as a rider. Their lives, in 
contrast, furnish a great lesson to boys and 
young men who are finding their paths leading 
to Turf life. ‘Little Joe’ began as a messenger 
boy for the press stand and the telegraph, and 
steadily, thriftily worked his way to a place of 
eminence as a racing secretary, counting his 
friends by the number of his acquaintances. Tod, 
for whom horses ran kindly, started life as a 
tiny trooper on the fair grounds of this country, 
and became skilful enough in his profession to 
work a change in the style of race riding in 
England. He made and squandered thousands 
upon thousands of dollars, lost his license to ride 
because of association with persons disapproved 
by the Jockey Club in England, became an idler 
in this country because of it, and died as an 
object of charity. Joe made his in the hard way 
and appreciated it. Tod made his in the easier 
way—got it too quickly, failed to value it—and 
let it go as chadéf before the wind. Let each boy 
and young man of the Turf today choose only 
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worthy persons for associates; let each one 
resolve to be diligent and thrifty, and to be 
honored even to the end of the way. 
By virtually unanimous consent, we believe, 
Epsom Downs, at Houston, Texas, would be 
elected the worst-named race track in America. 
In a pre-Christmas story about Yule cheer for 
shut-ins and the needy, The Louisville Times in- 
formed its readers: “Many orphanages will have 
turkey dinners as the result of donations from 
Col. E. R. Bradley, Lexington turfman.” And we 
join with those parentless ones to say God bless 
Colonel Bradley.

Tom Laird headed his ‘Looking "Em Over” 
column in The San Francisco News, the other 
day with this, which should have, but probably 
didn’t, brought blushes to those who inspired the 
recent flare-up at Tanforan: 

Daily Short Story: “The receiving barn is a reflection 
on our integrity.’—Tanforan Horsemen. 

And also a guarentee to the public of square racing. 

The public be damned seems to be the attitude of the 
owners who dislike the receiving barn. Which causes 
one keen observer to remark that all the touts and 
gypsies should be confined in the reciving barn with 
the horses.

After so long a time—readers of THE BLOOD-

by Col. M. J. Winn that there will be $1 (plus 
government tax) grandstand admission’ to 
Churchill Downs next spring, except on Kentucky 
Derby Day (May 5), when it will be $2, plus 
tax. Now, if the powers that be’ in Kentucky 
racing would decide to decrease the pari-mutuel 
take to a parity with the take in Maryland and 
Illinois, there would be a larger volume of play 
and, by the same token, increased interest in 
racing and better sport. Perhaps this is not too 
much to hope for during 1934.

There appears to have been some raping of the 
handbooks throughout the country lately through 
padding and other doings at certain of the winter 
meetings. French Lane, in The Chicago Tribune, 
tells of wailing at Chicago about paying off at 
8 to 1 and 10 to 1 on winning horses that should 
have been 8 to 5, and press reports from St. Louis 
are to the effect that 300 handbookmakers in that 
city have concurred in a decision to limit their 
payoff to odds of 20 to 1 straight, 8 to 1 place 
and 4 to 1 show. They are somewhat laggard in 
that respect. Here in Kentucky handbookmakers 
quit paying track odds and cut down to 15, 6 and 
3, shortly after the pari-mutuels were re-intro- 
duced to tracks in this State. All of this, we 
contend, should have the effect of inducing 
horsemen to play their money at the race courses, 
but will it?

W. H., Lexington.—Frank Harper died August

raced against each other, and Colin always won. 
He was, of course, never beaten. Races in which 
both Colin and Fair Play ran were the Futurity, 
in which Fair Play was unplaced; the Produce, 
Matron, Withers and Belmont Stakes, in each of 
which Fair Play was second. 


COMMISSION’S REPORT 


HE New York State Racing Commission is 

rarely mentioned. It reports annually, and 
that is about all. The actual control of racing 
in the Empire State is the province of The Jockey 
Club, an autonomous organization not connected 
with the State government. But last week the 
Commission, in its annual report, stepped out 
and made a recommendation, its first since 1894. 
It suggested that “serious consideration” be 
given “the passage of a law along the lines of 
the Crawford-Wallace Bill.” 

By the figures included in the Commission’s 
report, the gross receipts at New York tracks 
last year showed a decline of nearly 25 per cent. 
The report is concurred in by the three members 
of the Commission, John J. Curtin, chairman, 
Frank J. Murphy, and George H. Walker, and is 
signed by Joseph A. Reilly as secretary. Its full 
text: 

December 19, 1933 


Hon. Edward J. Flynn, 
Secretary of State, 
Albany, N. Y. 

My dear Mr. Flynn: 

I am herewith submitting to you, pursuant to the 
terms of the statute, this report showing the number of 
days granted to the various racing associations during 
the year 1933, together with the gross receipts of these 
associations.

Racing for the year conducted under this commission 
and the Jockey Club received high praise from many 
quarters because of the calibre of sport’ offered, not- 
withstanding the largely reduced stakes and purses. 
Unfortunately, however, the gross receipts of all the 
associations in this State were lower than they have 
been in years. In fact, the gross receipts have been 
steadily declining, as will be seen from the following 
listed figures showing the returns during the past five 


years 
Year Total Racing Days Gross Receipts 
192: 171 $2,919,775.75 
1930 178 2,788,889.00 
1931 171 2,257,731.30 
1932 170 1,536,665.29 
1933 152 1,153,440.06 
As a result, the racing associations have been con- 


ducting their activities for some time at a financial 
loss, and it is the consensus of opinion there is a real 
danger that unless conditions soon improve they will 
be forced to discontinue their enterprises in New York 
State. This would mean a great direct loss to the 
thousands employed by the associations and would add 
materially to the number of the unemployed. It is 
estimated that the annual payroll of the racing associa- 
tions and racing stables amounts to upwards of 
$7,500,000. It would also mean a great indirect loss of 
business to the many concerns with which the associa- 
tions and racing patrons trade. 

In the last session of the Legislature, an attempt was 
made to secure remedial legislation for racing, and at 
the same time procure a definite revenue for the State, 
which heretofore the State has not received. The Craw- 
ford-Wallace Bill was passed in the Assembly by a vote 
of 117 to 17, but did not reach the floor of the Senate. 
With the passage of a law along the lines of the Craw- 
ford-Wallace Bill, it is estimated that the State would 
derive an income of upwards of $500,000 a year under 
present conditions. and about double that amount in 
better times. Similar measures have been adopted in 
other states, and the State of New York would find it 
advantageous to give this matter serious consideration. 

This commission, as you know, is not a financial 
burden upon the state treasury inasmuch as the total 
expenses are paid by the several racing associations 
directly to the state comptroller.

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ODDS AND ENDS

ENATOR CRAWFORD advises Old Rosebud 

he intends introducing the Crawford-Wallace 
measure in the upper house of the New York 
Legislature the first day of the session. No 
changes in the bill, approved by constitutional 
lawyers, have been recommended and it probably 
will be presented in its original form, as it is felt 
any alterations may nullify it. Senator Crawford 
has commended the activities in behalf of the bill 
on the part of Long Island business men, who 
have organized under the name “Long Island 
Association to Procure Racing Legislation.” 
These men fear certain communities on the island 
would deteriorate, as has Sheepshead Bay, with 
the abandonment (highly improbably in any 
case) of the three tracks there. That the optim- 
ism in well-informed quarters of the measure’s 
success isn’t born of hope was shown when a 
high-pressure, self-appointed spokesman of the 
American Legion last week tried to get a quarter 
of the State’s 8 per cent cut for the Legion’s 
charities, which are private, thus cannot be de- 
clared in constitutionally.

LD ROSEBUD’S thanks to S. B. Chilton for 

calling attention to the revision in the West 
Virginia bill as regards the take. The writer 
doesn’t purposely cold-water anything beneficial 
to racing. It is his candid opinion 10 per cent is 
too high for the Charles Town community, the 
location and dates for the initial meeting not well 
chosen. The situation is no better reflected than 
in the waiving of admission to train passengers 
to the track and the notoriously unformful sport 
causes one to wonder just who is running the 
meet. The track is well classed with the unpre- 
tentious Hagerstown and Cumberland plants.

O all indications, Tropical Park and Hialeah 

Park will do an increased business this 
winter, with the tourist trade up considerably, 
there being in Miami more vacationists than 
usually are present a month later in the season. 
This is particularly a favorable omen for Tropical 
Park, which, it is reported, will be managed by 
William V. Dwyer personally, and which opens 
December 30 for a run of 22 days, Hialeah Park 
as usual getting the choice dates. But Tropical 
Park, due to its conduct, is a money-maker, 
whereas Hialeah Park is operated, much like 
Arlington Park, less commercially. A loss was 
reported on the 1933 meeting and probably any 
profit would go largely for rendering further 
attractive the offerings and plant. Incidentally, 
Joe Smcot’s name is noted among the directors 
of the new Tampa group, who propose to run a 
meeting there, opening in mid-February. This 
track has ever been a failure.

HE first issue by Valorous, of racing age in 

1935, are said to be among the most attrac- 
tive weanlings in the land. The Llangollen horse 
is particularly well fortified to succeed as _ to 
blood, being a son of Pennant and with Stamina 
for grandam. Valorous, a leggy chestnut with 
a wide blaze and peculiar white markings on his 
forelegs, was a stakes winner at two, his best 
effort being his mile mud victory in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes. Bostonian, his stablemate, 
was second and Candy Queen third. Most of his 
get resemble him as to color and markings. 


HE American Turf lost one of its finest char- 

acters and its most sought-after racing sec- 
retary when “Little Joe’ McLennan passed away 
suddenly last week. Judge Frank Bryan paid 
him high compliment when he said: “There was 
nothing about handicapping he did not know.” 
There was but one official capacity Mr. McLen- 
nan refused to fill, that of steward. Much of ‘his 
success was attributable to the good will of the 
horsemen, and that’s something he would not 
risk. He finally became too busy, in fact having 
so many tracks he was unable to devote all the 
time he well might to each. His books were the 
toughest public handicappers ever tackled. 

* 


HE success of Mata Hari this year not only 

brings into prominence her sire, Peter Hast- 
ings, but lends additional importance to that 
horse’s half-brother, Sweep All, both standing at 
Dixiana. Ordinarily, Sweep All would be in re- 
ceipt of much better opportunities than Peter 
Hastings, for he proved himself a first class race 
horse, while his half-brother, because of quarter 
cracks, failed to get to the post. Sweep’s possi- 
bilities of establishing a male line that will 
endure for more than a few generations now seem 
slender, and individually, at least, he has no 
son at stud better qualified. Representing Sweep 
on the list of sires of juvenile winners this year 
are The Porter, Sweepster, Sweep On, Polvo, 
Leonardo II, General Thatcher and Cherokee. 
Eternal, at least as good a race horse as Sweep 
ever sired, has no 2-year-old winner this year. 


HE Jockey Club continues to show commend- 

able activity. The appointment of J. E. 
Davis and R. A. Fairbairn as a committee to 
inspect and report upon the various types of 
stall gate, as was pointed out in this space weeks 
back, discloses race track heads in the Empire 
State wish to modernize the starting. The Bahr 
gate, an improved form of which is due early 
next year, will be the suggestion of Messrs. 
Davis and Fairbairn, in all probabilty. Almost 
everything else has been tested at some time and 
rejected. The gate will give Cassidy better con- 
trol of the jockeys, something he can use. The 
Jockey Club’s movement to so amend the rules of 
racing as to permit making the topweight in 
overnight handicaps under 126 pounds has not 
met with such unanimous approval, however. 
It is a lowering of the sport’s standards, but 
will make for larger, better balanced fields, and 
that’s an advancement in the eyes of the public.

LEX GORDON’S Sir Thomas is one Derby 
aspirant apparently not for sale. So many 
of them are. He doesn’t shape up the same sort 
of maiden as were Sir Barton or Petee-Wrack. 
They met tougher competition, but if Singing 
Wood is an outstanding candidate so is the Sir 
Gallahad III colt. Sir Thomas has a half-brother 
which, but for bowing, might have given Colonel 
Bradley another Kentucky Derby, the same being 
Busy American. However, Sir Thomas owes the 
canny Scot nothing, and Alex likes a good horse 
as well as the next.

EFORE the December Sales commenced fears 
were expressed that the ultimate results 
might be found not so satisfactory as in 1932. 
Really, we have become almost hardened to all 
these gloomy forecasts. The fact was plainly 
apparent that the Catalogue, as a whole, was 
rather weak in attractive lots. Truth to tell, it 
included comparatively few animals of distinc- 
tion. Moreover, it was, as usual, cluttered with 
old mares being cleared out of the various studs. 
Just one fact. Among the 390 broodmares cata- 
logued, no fewer than 74 of them had reached 
the age of 12 years, 15 at least were approaching 
16 years of age. They mostly met with the fate 
they deserved. 

Having regard to the business-crippling world- 
wide conditions ruling at present, with the conse- 
quent stringent restrictions on available cur- 
rency, we had to face the situation that most of 
the potential big buyers from other countries in 
former years were compelled to refrain from bid- 
ding, either direct or indirectly, owing to their 
inability to obtain funds to pay for their 
purchases. 

It is generally conceded that the market for 
brood mares is likely to be particularly weak 
unless there is international competition in this 
important section of the sales. Moreover, it was 
practically impossible to imagine that many 
French buyers would be present, since only a 
fortnight ago at a sale by auction held in France 
the total amount received for 76 broodmares, 
many of them well bred, was 165,700 francs. This 
gives the miserable average price of about £24. 
In that sale, a couple of foals were actually dis- 
posed of for 100 francs each! Judging by the 
deplorable prices received, it is difficult to imag- 
ine that, at the moment, there was any demand 
at all for broodmares in France. 

In the American sales at Lexington in Novem- 
ber, prices, however, showed some improvement 
over the low level recorded in 1932. So far as I 
can trace, not one American buyer was present 
or represented at Newmarket. Of course, the 
difficulties of the American dollar exchange ex- 
plain their absence. 

Bearing in mind all these severe hindrances, 
the results reveal astonishing vitality in the 
bloodstock market. Most visitors to Newmarket 
were astounded by the strength of the com- 
petition. 

It will be recalled that last year the December 
sales were restricted to four days. Therefore, 
for the purpose of comparison, we must go back 
to 1931. That year 848 lots were disposed of for 
an aggregate of 163,528 guineas, which gives an 
average price of 193 guineas. This year the cata- 
logue was again huge; the final lot in it was No. 
1061. As will be seen from the table below, 751 
lots were sold. According to the figures supplied 
by Messrs. Tattersalls, the transactions at New- 
market December 4 to 9 aggregated 168,855 
guineas. Therefore, the average price would be 
225 guineas. A year ago, when the sales were 
restricted to four days, the average price was 
218 guineas. The following are the totals of the 
daily returns, as published in the Sporting Life 
(London) last week: ,

In spite of all drawbacks, the results obtained 
this year may be regarded with general satisfac- 
tion, taking the broad view, though naturally in 
numerous instances vendors were disappointed 
by the prices they received for the animals of- 
fered for sale. It was very clear all the week 
that anything specially attractive was in keen 
demand. Oldish horses of indifferent or unsuc- 
cessful blood lines were not desired by potential 
buyers, and their presence in the sale ring may 
be taken as an indication that they were un- 
wanted by the vendors. 

I find that of the total animals in the cata- 
logue, about one-fifth failed to find buyers. Of 
course, all these were reserved, so it is obvious 
that in many instances their owners had an ex- 
aggerated idea of their value, particularly in 
regard to horses in training, which formed by 
far the greater section of the unsold animals. A 
search shows that in the catalogue there were 74 
horses in training which were offered and not 
sold. Of course, a number of these animals could 
be passed as thoroughly sound when examined 
by the veterinary surgeons. Consequently, would- 
be buyers had to concentrate on those animals 
they appreciated, with the inevitable result that 
many racehorses of moderate credentials realized 
remarkably good prices. 

A year ago the highest price paid for a brood- 
mare was 5,600 guineas given for Pisa, a daugh- 
ter of Blandford. The next highest prices were 
2,300 guineas, 2,200 guineas and 2,000 guineas. 
These figures were easily eclipsed last week 
when, towards the close of a long and tiring day, 
the young and good race mare, Salome, was sold 
for 8,200 guineas. She has gone to the stud of 
Miss Dorothy Paget, who a couple of days earlier 
acquired the Lincolnshire winner, Dorigen, for 
6,600 guineas. Another important transaction for 
the same lady was the purchase of Speckle, in 
foal to Blandford, for 6,200 guineas. 

It was obvious throughout the week that only 
animals of really fashionable breeding claimed 
the close attention of buyers. Most people 
seemed to scent danger in this somewhat slavish 
adherance to fashionable blood. Warnings of the 
risk of deterioration have been uttered, to my 
knowledge, now for at least 25 years, and good- 
ness knows how long before that. The British 
Thoroughbred, however, still manages to emerge 
triumphant. 

It was a real pleasure to notice the Marquis de 
Saint-Sauveur is in good health and busy at the 
sales. He secured a very nice young mare for 
the Countess of Granard. This was Italia, a 
daughter of Gainsborough, in foal to Manna. I 
hope that the Marquis will have equally good for- 
tune with this purchase as he had with Kopje, 
when he bought that mare four years ago. She 
was then in foal to Apelle. The resulting pro- 
duce was Lady Granard’s Grand Prix winner, 
Cappiello. For Lady Granard the Marquis also 
secured Flying Sally, out of that famous mare 


Salamandra, and therefore a _ half-sister to 
Salmon Trout. She is believed in foal to 
Tetratema.

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NOTES ON NICKS

NO. 5. OSCULATOR. 


SCULATOR has been retired to the stud at 

W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud, Lexington, with 
his earnings just short of the $100,000 mark. 
Very likely he will not be given an opportunity 
to add further accomplishments to his racing 
record, as the injury which he suffered at the 
post just before beating Equipoise in the Havre 
de Grace Handicap was serious enough to indi- 
cate that he will never again race to his good 
form. But Osculator nevertheless goes into his 
new occupation with plenty of proof that his 
class was sufficient to justify an excellent chance 
in the stud. 

Osculator’s racing career contained too many 
races and incidents to be related here in detail, 
but it is an easy task to establish him as a horse 
of high class. He had a hard 2-year-old season, 
running in 20 races, 15 of them stakes. Early in 
the New York season he earned something of a 
reputation by winning the National Stallion 
Stakes and Great American Stakes; in the latter 
he carried 125 pounds and beat Economic (115) 
and Universe (125). After that he was put 
through a difficult campaign in which he failed 
to win again until he captured the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Handicap at Laurel Park on the last day 
of October. His intervening efforts, while not 
particularly bad, had been mediocre or unfor- 
tunate enough to make him the extreme outsider, 
with one exception, in the field. However, he 
had been given a brief rest after the Saratoga 
meeting, and it helped him to such an extent he 
ran his best race of the year in winning the mile 
Jenkins Handicap, in which he carried 117 
pounds and won over Tick On (118), Burning 
Blaze (122), and seven others, including Mad 
Pursuit and Burgoo King. 

Besides his five wins at two, Osculator was 
second in four races (including Grand Union 
Hotel and United States Hotel Stakes) and third 
in one, the Hudson Stakes, earning $55,805. 

At three he again was sent against the stiffest 
company. He started in 16 races, of which 13 
‘were stakes events. He won the three overnight 
affairs, but failed to get first money in any of the 
stakes races. Boatswain beat him in the Withers, 
Faireno in the Belmont, Gusto in the American 
Derby, Stepenfetchit in the Latonia Derby, Dark 
Secret in the Potomac Handicap. Nevertheless, 
I suspect it could be demonstrated that his record 
for the year was about equal in class to that of 
any of the colts which finished ahead of him in 
the “classic”? races in which he was second. At 
Havre de Grace October 1, 1932, with a hard 
season behind him, Osculator broke a 7-year-old 
track record by winning a race at a mile and 70 
yards in 1:41 4-5. 

At four this year Osculator again went through 
a hard grind, taking part in 16 races, of which 
all but one were stakes. He won two of the 
stakes, the Clark Handicap at Churchill Downs 
in May, and the Havre de Grace Handicap in the 
fall. He was also second in the Decoration Day 
and Suburban Handicaps and third in the Phila- 
delphia Handicap. Osculator’s two best races 
this year were run against the greatest horse of 
recent seasons, Equipoise. In the Suburban, Os- 
culator, under 107 pounds, finished the mile and 
a quarter two lengths behind Equipoise (132), 
which had covered the distance in 2:02. In the 
Havre de Grace Handicap, run September 30, 
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Osculator carried 104 pounds to 132 on Equipoise 
and led virtually all the way, despite the fact 
that he had received a cut on his right fore leg 
while at the post. He set a new track record, 
1:49 4-5, for the mile and a furlong. His win- 
nings for the year were $16,215. The injury to 
his leg, though it did not at first appear serious, 
troubled him in each of his four starts after the 
Havre de Grace Handicap. 


Summarized, Osculator’s record is 52 starts, 10 
wins, 11 seconds, three thirds, $97,460 won. I 
think it can be said of him truly that he was a 
racer of high class, and a game one. 

He belongs to the first crop of foals by the 
very successful young sire, Pompey, standing at 
Shoshone. His pedigree is of the pattern which 
distinguishes the best of Pompey’s get; that is, 
he is out of a *Polymelian mare. This is the 
cross which produced Ladysman, Pompeius and 
Osculator’s good stakes-winning brother, Pom- 
posity. Last winter I called attention to the fine 
record of the Pompey—*Polymelian nick, and 
now I note that for 1933 Pompey has 25 winners, 
of which 13 are out of *Polymelian mares. This 
percentage is well above the proportion of *Poly- 
melian mares from which Pompey has sired foals. 

Osculator’s dam, Some More, has also produced 
the winners Progeny, Keep On and Pomposity. 
The latter this fall has won the Latonia Cham- 
pionship and Riggs Handicap. The second dam, 
*Kiss Again, was a winner and producer and was 
half-sister to the Oaks winner Straitlace. The 
fifth dam, Mitrailleuse, was half-sister to Musket, 
the seventh dam, Brown Bess. 

On the score of stamina, Osculator will bear 
recommending. He had a high flight of early 
speed, but also ran doggedly in the stretch, and, 
when he was right, yielded only to the best. He 
and his brother, Pomposity, are the best stayers 
sired by Pompey, which is proving a better sire 
than *Sun Briar on the score of stamina. 

The Pompey-on-*Polymelian cross involves in- 
breeding to Sundridge and Polymelus in the 
same proportion—Sundridge for speed and Poly- 
melus for distance. It happens also that there 
is a cross of *Rock Sand in the lower quarter of 
the pedigree, and *Rock Sand’s sire, Sainfoin, 
was a brother to Sierra, the dam of Sundridge. 
Behind this inbreeding pattern is a maze of St. 
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Simon, Bend Or, Isonomy, Hermit and Hampton. 

The 100 per cent English pedigree of Osculator 
suggests that he wants mates predominantly of 
American breeding. Give him Ben Brush, Domino, 
Hanover, Hastings—and especially mares which 
are inbred to one or another of those stallions. 
The good results from such a fusion of inbred 
strains has been demonstrated countless times in 
American breeding. 

This is not to say that returning any of the 
strains in Osculator’s pedigree should be especial- 
ly avoided. The fabric of his breeding is too 
good for anyone to say that more of the same 
stuff could not be added. The most likely to be 
returned, I judge, is *Rock Sand, and the repeti- 
tion of this strain should be to the advantage of 
a prospective foal. However, if other things could 
possibly be made equal, I think that Osculator 
would score a greater percentage of successes 
with mares furnishing strong outcrosses than 
with mares whose pedigrees are made up prin- 
cipally of the strains which are represented in 
Osculator’s breeding. 


PEDIGREE POINTS

LIND PLAY, a scion of the Fair Play dynasty, 
is being advertised for sale by Rush McCoy, 
manager of the now disbanding Velie Stud at 
Independence, Mo. His pedigree: 
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| Hauteur 

No. 4 family. *Blue Ruin or Tomahawk. 

Without going into the intricacies of racing and 
breeding records, it is apparent at a glance that 
here is a stallion which carries close up in his 
pedigree several of the most important lines of 
recent years. Fair Play has been the spark of 
genius in many a high-class horse’s pedigree, 
and *Blue Glass has been an exceptional pro- 
ducer (Hurryoff, Broadside, Novelist, Blind Play, 
by four different sires). Thus the good lines have 
been inherited through undoubtedly good indi- 
viduals, an extremely important consideration. 
For Thoroughbred nurseries well provided with 
“American” blood, except that of Hastings, 
Blind Play would provide a most promising out- 
cross. 

If there is any breeder who says he might buy 
Blind Play if only he were a chestnut, I should 
like to ask him to find a better reason before he 
dismisses the horse. There is a widely accepted 
theory that racing ability and breeding pre- 
potence are inherited along with coat color. 
Hence, it is reasoned that non-chestnut Fair 
Plays aren’t really Fair Plays at all. Well, the 
reason Blind Play is a bay is plain enough. His 
dam was, in all probability, a pure dominant for 
bay or brown, and would not have produced a 
chestnut foal if she had been bred to Fair Play 
20 seasons. Display, one of the best sons of Fair 
Play, was a bay for the same reason. His dam, 
*Cicuta, is a pure dominant. As a coincidence, 
the pure dominance of both *Blue Glass and 


*Cicuta appears to have descended from the same 
source, as both are inbred, in the same propor- 
tion, to the pure dominant St. Simon. 

But neither Display nor Blind Play has in- 
herited the pure dominance of his dam. The best 
colt in Display’s first crop to come to the races 
is Discovery, a chestnut which has not only the 
Fair Play color, but also the conformation which 
is characteristic of the tribe. 

The theory that the inheritance of color is 
linked with the inheritance of the manifold 
characteristics that go to make up racing ability 
is about the most groundless theory ever accept- 
ed so generally in this business of breeding 
Thoroughbreds. Coat-color is inherited in ac- 
cordance with the Mendelian “laws.”’ There is no 
evidence in the science of genetics to indicate 
any such limitation of inheritance in accordance 
with color as is visioned by the color theorists. 
As a matter of fact, accepted scientific theory 
holds exactly the opposite. 


In the group of horses in training consigned 
by W. S. Kilmer to E. J. Tranter’s sale at Sara- 
toga last August were Sun Cloister and Sun 
Abbot, own brothers, the former 3 years old, the 
latter 2. Sun Cloister, which had not started 
then and has not to date, sold for $225. Sun 
Abbot was knocked down to Steve Judge’s bid of 
$2,500, and apparently was bid for the consignor, 
as he has since carried the Kilmer silks in two 
victories. After his good showing during the 
Maryland fall season he had prestige enough to 
be sent West for the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, in which he ran a good race but failed 
to place. The peculiar thing about these two 
horses is their pedigree:

*Sun Briar and *Sunreigh are own brothers. 
The above mating represents Mr. Kilmer’s efforts 
to discover the effect of close inbreeding to the 
strain which has been the foundation of his stud. 
Sun Abbot’s class may be enough to encourage 
him to try the same pattern again. My guess is 
that, while such a return of blood may produce 
high speed occasionally, it will not bring forth 
much stamina. Sundridge, sire of *Sun Briar 
and *Sunreigh, was very definitely a factor for 
speed. His own produce showed that, and the 
good mare Vanity, which was inbred to Sun- 
dridge, though not quite as closely as Sun Abbot, 
had a burning burst of speed. 


HORSE TALK. 

The New York World-Telegram recently pub- 
lished a composite picture showing a _ horse 
(Reigh Count, though he is not identified) look- 
ing over a stall door and saying to New York’s 
Gov.

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THE GRIM REAPER 


JOE McLENNAN. 


HE toll taken from the Turf this going— 

virtually gone—year 1933, under the hand of 
Death—grim, seldom welcome, destroyer of life, 
in the worldly sense—has been heavy, as 
measured in numbers and likewise in importance 
by relation to the economic affairs of this mun- 
dane sphere. Horsemen and devotees to racing 
were shocked when, 
on Thursday, Decem- 
ber 21, there came 
out of Miami, Fla., the 
message that Joseph 
McLennan, who had 
been ill of influenza, 
though continuing at 
his tasks, had died in 
his sleep the previous 
night. “Little Joe,” 
affable, capable, earn- 
est, hard-working — 
too hard working, 
perhaps—racing sec- 
retary for ten impor- 
tant courses, was at 
the Florida metropo- 
lis preparing for the 
meeting which is to 
open at Hialeah Park, January 25. One of his 
last acts was to dictate to THE BLOOD-HORSE the 
following night letter, which was received at 
our office only a short while in advance of the 
sad news of his death: 

We would like advertisement our stakes to appear in 
Christmas issue, but, if too late, please insert in New 
Year’s issue. Terms to be same as last year. Kindest 
regards and best wishes. 

The advertisement appears on page 652, this 
issue, and we hope each owner who is to have 
horses at Hialeah Park will make liberal entries 
—make them as a sort of memorial to Little Joe 
and as a testimonial to the worthwhile things he 
did toward upbuilding of the Turf, and for the 
joy he found in his assigment as an official at 
the beautiful Hialeah plant. 

Jce McLennan was born in Glasgow, Scotland, 
53 years ago. Sir Harry Lauder, the noted Scotch 
singer, is his first cousin. Little Joe came to 
America when a boy, about the age of seven, 
and with his parents settled in Chicago, near the 
old Garfield Park track, and it was there that 
he came into racing. His father would not con- 
sent to his son’s appeal that he be permitted to 
become a jockey, so he became a messenger boy 
in the telegraph office at the race courses and 
served the press stand. There was never a news- 
paper man who ever knew Little Joe who did 
not have a genuine fondness for him and his 
kindly, gentle, helpful ways. The late “Coley” 
Grant, of Covington, Ky., and Little Joe were 
the Western Union Telegraph Company’s “racing 
department” representatives on the middle West- 
ern tracks, in the days last prior to that com- 
pany’s discontinuance of its service to poolrooms. 
After that the canny little man was by stages 
a jockey agent, stable agent for the late Sam 
C. Hildreth, an. owner-trainer for his own ac- 
count, and for the last quarter of a century a 
racing secretary to stand at the top of his pro- 
fession at the hour of his death. 

Many expressions of appreciation of him as a 
man and as an official have been uttered by track 
managers, officials and horsemen throughout the 
land, and the general conception is that it will 
be difficult to fill his place, particularly as a handi-

capper and racing condition writer. He knew 
horses and he knew how to classify them to pro- 
duce keen and interesting contests. “He worked 
too hard and too long without time out for di- 
version,” said Roy Carruthers, adding: “We will 
miss him at Arlington Park, and he will also be 
missed wherever he worked. He was a fine man.” 

His wife, Mrs.. Bertha McLennan, and his son 
Charles, who likewise is a racing secretary, are 
his survivors. The body was taken from Miami 
to Chicago and was there interred in Oakwood 
Cemetery, after funeral services at Spreyne 
Chapel, 6328 Cottage Grove Avenue, Tuesday 
afternoon, December 26, at 2 o'clock. 


TOD SLOAN. 


At 12:10 o’clock on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, December 21, Tod Sloan died in his bed at 
the Sylvan Lodge Hospital, Los Angeles. Seven 
weeks earlier he had become critically ill and 
was taken to the county hospital. Atrophic 
cirrhosis of the liver had reduced him to such 
a condition that he was beyond medical aid, and 
after five weeks at the 
county hospital he was 
removed to Sylvan 
Lodge to await the end. 

To the end he re- 
tained the cock confi- 
dence which  distin- 
guished him throughout 
his strange career. A 
few minutes before he 
died Dr. William B. 
Carr and a friend of 
the one-time’ great 
jockey entered his 
room. Tod smiled a 
greeting: 

“Whatcha standing 
for? Sit down and 
we'll have a drink.” 

He then drowsed into 
a sleep which in a few 
moments became death. 
The body, shrunken by 
disease to less than 60 pounds, was cremated. 
Funeral services were held the following Satur- 
day in a mortuary. 

James Forman Sloan was born of poor par- 
ents August 10, 1874, at Bunker Hill, a few 
miles from Kokomo, Ind. His mother died when 
he was a baby and his father was placed in an 
old soldier’s home. His father called him Toad 
because of his small size. His playmates soon 
made this into Tod, and he himself glorified it 
into Todhunter and used it as a middle name. 
When he was 14 years old he was adopted by 
Mrs. D. G. Blauser, but later ran away and joined 
the barnstorming troupe of “Professor” Al Tal- 
bott, who had a balloon act for county fairs. 
When Talbott was killed in an accident, Tod 
joined his older brothers Cassius (Cash) and 
Fremont, who were jockeys. Tod decided to cast 
his lot in that profession, but met with discour- 
agement for some time. Success was slow in 
coming. 

“IT may as well be frank about it,’’ he wrote in 
his autobiography (“ghosted” by A. Dick Luck- 
man), “the truth is that I was so bad until 1893 
that I was a byword among trainers. They used 
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to say that if a man didn’t want his horse to 
win he needn’t have him pulled. All he had to do 
was to send for Sloan.” 

Then he discovered the advantages of crouch- 
ing forward on the withers of a horse, a trick 
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which he was sometimes erroneously given credit 
for originating. He began to ride winners. He 
attracted the attention of George E. Smith 
(Pittsburgh Phil), who helped him with mounts 
and gave him encouragement. By 1896 he was 
well on his way. That year he rode 128 win- 
ners for a percentage of .29. The next year he 
had 137 winners from 369 mounts, percentage .37. 
And in 1898, he had the remarkable record of 362 
mounts and 166 winners, percentage 46. He 
made his first invasion of England in 1897, and 
by his successes started a revolution in riding 
technique in that country, as he had done in 
America. In 1898, he came back to America for 
a great season, then returned to England again. 
There he rode with spectacular success until an 
unfortunate series of incidents brought his rid- 
ing career to an end. His transgression of rules 
against jockeys betting (particularly on Codo- 
man, which he rode to second place in the Cam- 
bridgeshire of 1900) finally brought from the 
Jockey Club the information that he need not 
apply for a license. The ruling was never re- 
scinded, and was accepted by the Turf governing 
bodies of other countries. 

Sloan’s meteoric success earned him a fortune. 
In 1900 William C. Whitney paid his expenses 
and $9,000 (his own account, though other esti- 
mates run as high as $25,000) to come to Amer- 
ica and win the Futurity on Ballyhoo Bey. The 
fortune he accumulated ran near a half million 
dollars. It was not many years in the squander- 
ing. The jockey’s later years were full of inci- 
dent, much of it to his discredit, but as long as 
he was able he maintained the vanity and the 
sartorial splendor which came with his first 
success. When the World War broke out Sloan 
was accused of being a “slacker”? and was de- 
ported from England as an undesirable alien. He 
included vaudeville trouping and handbookmak- 
ing among the occupations with which he sought 
to sustain himself. In recent years he had ap- 
peared occasionally in minor motion picture roles. 

He was married twice, first in 1907 to Julia 
Sanderson, the actress (now Mrs. Frank Crumit), 
who divorced him in 1913. In 1920 he. married 
Elizabeth Saxton Maloney, also an _ actress, 
and that also ended in divorce, in 1927. By this 
marriage he had a daughter, Ann, now 10 years 
old. 

In his last days Sloan was penniless, as the 
result of his earlier improvidence, but loyal 
friends kept him living comfortably. His last 
public notice before his final sickness was in 
August, 1932, when he acted as starter in a turtle 
race. He and others were arrested on charges of 
having violated the state’s anti-lottery law, but 
were acquitted. 

Last February a Los Angeles reporter asked 
Tod what he would do if he had a chance to live 
his life over, if he had “another million” dollars 
to blow in. Blow it in just as he did before, said 
Tod. He might take out an annuity, he said, but 
except for that, “I would not change anything in 
my life.” 

JOHN HOGAN. 

Jchn Hogan, formerly a steeplechase rider and 
in recent years associated with the stable of his 
brother, William Hogan, died Sunday night, De- 
cember 17. He was born in County Kildare, Ire- 
land, and in the early ‘nineties came to this 
country and joined the stable of William Hogan. 
He rode over the jumps until an accident ended 
his career in the saddle. He then returned to 
Ireland and was with the stable of Senator J. J. 


Parkinson and later became trainer for William 
Brophy. He returned to America about a dozen 
years ago and since then had been connected 
with his brother’s stable. 


ROBERT F. LEIGHTON. 

A lingering illness ended in the death, Satur- 
day night, December 23, at Vancouver, B. C., of 
Robert F. Leighton, known for years as dean of 
racing secretaries in the Far West. Judge 
Leighton was secretary for meetings at San 
Francisco, Oakland and Los Angeles thirty-odd 
years ago, and also served for 18 successive years 
at the Coeur d@’Alene track, near Spokane, Wash. 
He was secretary of the Tanforan meetings of 
1923 and 1924. In later years he was racing 
secretary for meetings in British Columbia, and 
‘he carried out these duties up to the time of his 
last illness. 


CARROLL O’MAHONEY. 

Information from the Panama Canal Zone is 
to the effect that Jockey Carroll O’Mahoney died 
at Panama City, Panama, recently and that his 
body was sent to Birmingham, Ala., for inter- 
ment. A surviving sister lives at Birmingham. 
O’Mahoney was about 50 years old and was a 
native of Lexington. His father was the late 
Dr. R. J. O’Mahoney, a noted Kentucky writer 
and newspaper man. Carroll O’Mahoney had 
ridden on the tracks of the United States until 
about 20 years ago when he. sought mounts in 
foreign countries. He had been in Panama for 
several years. 


LEGISLATION 

MISSOURI. 

HE bill legalizing pari-mutuel pooling at race 

tracks in Missouri was defeated 53 for to 61 
against in the House of Representatives of the 
Legislature at Jefferson City, December 19. 
Necessary to passage of the measure, 76 votes. 
The story is that the dog track men, who failed 
to be recognized in the bill, combined with the 
dry men, who thrive in the Ozarks, where much 
liquor is reported to be produced, to kill the bill. 


CRAWFORD WILL INTRODUCE BILL. 

Senator James Crawford, addressing a meeting 
of about 250 persons in Pythian Hall, Jamaica, 
L. I., N. Y., December 19, stated that he intends 
to introduce his racing bill, which died in com- 
mittee at the last session, when the New York 
legislature meets at Albany next week. The 
measure of the last session was known as the 
Crawford-Wallace bill. It permits cash betting 
on horse races at New York tracks. Louis Spec- 
tor, secretary of the Long Island Association to 
Procure Racing Legislation, stated that petitions 
carrying some 800,000 signatures will be pre- 
sented by his association to the legislature. A 
number of other speakers were heard in advance- 
ment of the plans for cash betting. 


KAISER BUYS CUTLER FARM. 

It was announced last week that Louis Kaiser, 
a member of the New York Stock Exchange, has 
purchased the 50-acre farm of Bertram S. Cutler, 
young Thoroughbred breeder, near Red Bank, 
N. J., and expects to continue the farm as a 
breeding and training center. The place, which 
lies close to Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree 
Farm, has a half-mile training course. Mr. 
Kaiser’s plan is to make a number of improve- 
ments.

SPRING RACING DATES. 


NNOUNCEMENTS made during the past 

week at Louisville and Covington indicate 
that it is the intention of the American Turf 
Association to hold the spring meeting at 
Churchill Downs for 19 days beginning Saturday, 
April 28, and ending Saturday, May 19, and to 
follow this, after a lapse of a week, with a meet- 
ing at Latonia of 37 days, beginning Saturday, 
May 26, and ending Saturday, July 7. These dates, 
of course, are tentative and subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Racing Commission. 

This is a further indication of the intention of 
the American Turf Association to operate its 
tracks in I!linois and Kentucky independently 
and it is entirely probable that the meetings at 
Washington Park and Latonia will clash. This 
will, of course, necessitate the working of two 
crews of officials for all the Washington Park 
meeting. The practice in the years 1931, 1932 and 
1933 was to leave the June dates in Kentucky 
open while the officials were at work at Chicago 
and to hold July meetings at Latonia. Prior to 
1931 it was the custom to open the Latonia 
meeting the first week in June and continue 
through the Fourth of July, closing on the Satur- 
day after the Fourth. There usually were 29 to 
31 days at Latonia. 

The dates, as tentatively arranged for this 
year, give Latonia Decoration Day as well as the 
Fourth of July. It has been a number of years 
since racing was enjoyed by the people of greater 
Cincinnati and Northern Kentucky on Decoration 
Day, truly a big holiday in that part of the 
country. 

Col. M. J. Winn has fixed Saturday, May 5, as 
the date for the running of the next Kentucky 
Derby at Churchill Downs. This will be the 
earliest date for this great race since 1909, when 
it was run on May 8. The date in 1932 was May 
7, and in 1933, May 6. It is very likely that the 
Kentucky Derby will this year be again run in 
advance of the Preakness Stakes, as was the 
case in 1932 and 1933. For many years prior to 
1922, when the two races were decided on the 
same day (May 13), the Kentucky Derby was run 
prior to the Preakness Stakes. After 1922, until 
1932, the Preakness was run first. 

Another announcement in connection with 
Kentucky racing which will be of general interest 
to race-goers everywhere is that the general ad- 
mission to Churchill Downs will be reduced to 
$1 plus government tax on every day except 
Derby day, when it will be $2 plus tax. The 
Derby Day general admission heretofore was $3 
plus tax. The clubhouse admission on Derby day 
is reduced from $8.80 to $5.50, government tax 
included and on other days the admission to the 
Club House will be $2 plus tax. For Derby day 
boxes of six seats each at the Club House have 
been reduced from $93 to $75, which includes 
admission and government tax. Boxes of six 
seats each in the grand stand have been reduced 
from $60 to $51, which includes admissions and 
government tax. The expectation is that the 
policy of reducing general admission will be 
extended also to the Latonia meeting. 

No announcement has come from the Coney 
Island Jockey Club concerning its intentions as 
regards racing in 1934, but the Cincinnati En- 
quirer of Sunday last said that it is not likely 
there will be a summer meeting at Coney Island. 
There will, the Enquirer thinks, be only two 
meetings, the spring meeting at Latonia and an 


early fall meeting at Coney Island. The Enquirer 
suggests that Coney Island open on Labor Day, 
Monday, September 3, and that the meeting con- 
tinue through the first week in October, which 
is to say 30 days. ‘Under such an arrangement 
there would be no surfeit of racing around Cin- 
cinnati,” says the Enquirer, “and both organiza- 
tions should have profitable meetings.” 

No announcement has been made concerning 
a spring meeting at Lexington. It is known, 
however, that parties at interest are trying to 
work out a new deal for the famous old Ken- 
tucky Association plant, about which there will 
likely be something to say in the near future. 


CHRISTMAS CARDS. 

Col. Edward Riley Bradley’s Christmas card, 
sent from Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, this year, 
was beautifully done on parchment and carried 
an engraved picture of Brokers Tip, taken im- 
mediately after he had been declared the winner 
of the Kentucky Derby, with Jockey Donald 
Meade in the saddle, and the floral wreath about 
the horse’s neck. On an inner page, above Colonel 
Bradley’s name, was the following verse: 


Here’s a tip that can’t go wrong, 

So forget your troubles and string along: 

“Merry Christmas” goes straight and true 

And “Happy New Year’ completes the wish for you. 


The pages were tied with a bow of white and 
green ribbon. 

From the C. V. Whitney Farm, Lexington, 
Christmas cards carrying out the three genera- 
tions motif were sent by various members of the 
staff. The three generations were shown by 
pictures of Peter Pan, his son Pennant and 
Pennant’s son Equipoise on good board. The 
cards had many compliments from their re- 
cipients. 

Joseph E. Widener personally signed each of 
his Christmas cards, sent from Lynnewood Hall, 
Elkins Park, Pa. Seminole, winner of the Cesare- 
witch Stakes of 1933 at Newmarket was pictured 
in sepia, with the noted English rider, Fred Fox, 
mounted and wearing the Widener “red and 
white.” On an inner page, above Mr. Widener’s 
name, was the greeting: “With every good wish 
for Christmas and the New Year.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Wells Durant, New York, 
wished their friends a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year on cards, the front page of 
which carried a beautifully engraved reproduc- 
tion of a painting of Little Dan, a favorite hunter 
in the stable of the Durants. 

Mix Hirsch, from his home at Jamaica, N. Y., 
sent as “Christmas Greetings and Best Wishes 
for the New Year,” a lithographed winter scene, 
the feature of which was a tallyho and four 
conveying a jolly party over a snow-laden bridge 
and road. 

“With every good wish for Christmas and the 
New Year, from C. Boyd-Rochfort, Freemason 
Lodge, Newmarket,” came a card bearing a 
photograph of Loaningdale, with which Capt. 
Rochfort won the Eclipse Stakes this year. 

M. Webb Offutt, from his luxurious bachelor 
quarters at Elmwood Farm, also the home of 
some good Thoroughbreds, near Georgetown, Ky., 
sent out the “Annual Statement of M. Webb 
Offutt (Inc.),” announcing: “Out of (1) earnings 
of the past year, we are declaring a 100 per cent 
STOCK DIVIDEND, payable in BEST WISHES 
FOR A MERRY CHRISTMAS—payable Decem- 
ber 25, 1933.

RACING COMMISSION REPORT. 


After conference with members of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, Secretary 
Thomas R. Underwood has written and is having 
printed a biennial report of the State Racing 
Commission to the Governor and members of the 
General Assembly. Copies of this report are ex- 
pected to be laid upon the desks of the members 
of the legislature when it convenes at Frank- 
fort Tuesday, January 2. It has been the privi- 
lege of the Editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE to read 
this report in advance of publication and THE 
BLoov-HORSE takes this occasion to extend its 
congratulations to Mr. Underwood and to the 
Racing Commission on the thoroughness and 
comprehensiveness of the work. It will, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE thinks, be accepted as the best re- 
port made by the commission in a number of 
years. 


MISTAKE IN CATALOGING. 

In preparing data for the sale of Thorough- 
breds at Houston, Texas, December 17, the con- 
signor of the mares Style and Plausible repre- 
sented the former as having been bred to *Royal 
Minstrel and the latter to High Time, when, in 
fact, the breeding records at Dixiana and the 
Whitney Farm show the reverse. It was, of 
course, unintentional on the part of the con- 
signor. Neither mare, it is understood, is be- 
lieved to be in foal. 


MAY WINTER AT HOUSTON. 

Wood F. Axton, who manufactures Spud and 
Twenty Grand cigarettes at Louisville, is con- 
sidering leaving his racing stable at Houston in 
charge of Wayne Lewis for the winter. If he 
does this he will send a number of yearlings from 
his Kentucky farm to be prepared for the Texas 
racing of next spring. Mr. Axton originally had 
planned to have the stable shipped from Houston 
to the Fair Grounds, New Orleans.

MORE INDICTMENTS. 

NDICTMENTS returned by a federal grand 

jury at Detroit, Mich., December 22, charge 
that during the race meeting at the Fair Grounds 
last October narcotics were administered to race 
horses by the following: Joseph F. Patterson, 
trainer for Audley Farm, Berryville, Va.; Robert 
Wingfield, Highland Park, Mich., assistant to 
Trainer Patterson; Morton Smith, Chicago, a 
trainer; Thomas Murray, Highland Park, Mich., 
and Horace Moore, Covington, Ky. The horses 
alleged to have been doped were Knights Gal 
and Royal Blunder. Wingfield, Moore and Mur- 
ray were under arrest when the indictments were 
returned. Patterson and Smith had not been 
taken into custody.

HOP CREEK FARMS. 


NEW nursery for Thoroughbred horses is 
being established in New Jersey. The owner 
is W. H. La Boyteaux, of Shrewsbury, and the 
name is Hop Creek Farms, the location being on 
Route 34, about a mile and a quarter south of 
Holmdel. This is to say that it is in Monmouth 
County, about one mile west of Brookdale Farm, 
for more than half a century a breeding estab- 
lishment, which, under the ownership of the 
Thompson family and while being under lease to 
members of the Whitney family, has been the 
birthplace and training ground of many famous 
Thoroughbreds. Requital, winner of an early 
Futurity, the swift L’Alouette, another winner of 
the Futurity, and Regret, the only filly to win 
the Kentucky Derby, were Brookdale products. 
Hop Creek Farms embraces 650 acres, in 
rolling country, well watered by streams. The 
best grasses grow abundantly from soil, largely 
underlaid with blue marl. About 200 acres of 
the place comprise a permanent pasture of blue 
grass, white clover and mixed grasses. The re- 
mainder of the farm is now devoted to the pro- 
duction of hay and corn. A half-mile training 
track has been completed, and there is a proper 
complement of modern stabling. 


_ Caruso (see his advertisement on page 653, this 
issue) is at the head of the stud. This son of 
*Polymelian from Sweet Music won no less than 
seven stakes and handicaps and earned a total 
of $74,150.

ners this year, Jack Westrope came under 
the ban of the stewards at Houston on December 
21, for foul riding. He was suspended for five 
days, which is to say until Thursday of this week. 
O. L. Foster, his contract employer, had intended 
to ship his string to Tropical Park on December 
23, which would have given Westrope only one 
day (Saturday of this week) in which to have 
riding opportunity to reach and/or pass the 300 
mark. Mr. Foster, however, changed his plans 
and is remaining at Houston until the close of 
the meeting, after which he is to ship to New 
Orleans to race at Jefferson Park and the Fair 
Grounds. Westrope, therefore, is scheduled to 
resume riding on Thursday of this week, and 
ere this reaches THE BLOOD-HORSE readers, the 
popular jockey may have ridden “that other win- 
ner.” At New Orleans the Foster string will 
embrace 22 horses, the property of a number of 
patrons as well as his own. This marks West- 
rope’s second suspension.

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TEXAS 


HOUSTON. 


NE more week of racing at Epsom Downs, 

and Texas will go down in the records as 
having had the most successful racing season of 
any state in the United States this year, barring, 
possibly, New Hampshire. A crowd which prob- 
ably was the largest of the 28-day meeting was 
out for the sport of Christmas Day, when the 
Christmas Handicap was won by F. A. Griffith’s 
Sarada. 


The regularly scheduled 27 days of the meeting 
end with the program of Saturday, December 30, 
when the New Year’s Handicap will be the fea- 
ture. The following Monday a charity program 
will officially end the racing until spring. 

Kentuckians returning from Houston last 
week, after an unprofitable sale of horses there, 
stated that plans are in the making for a new 
course at Houston which, if it is constructed, 
may eclipse the plant which Lou Smith built 
and named Epsom Downs. The promoters of the 
proposed course are wealthy Texans. They would 
construct their racing plant at a point nearer the 
city of Houston. 


SARADA COMES BACK. 


F. A. Griffith’s Sarada, which in the fall of his 
2-year-old season appeared a top-notcher, has 
not been able to win an important race this year. 
He was entered last Wednesday, December 20, 
for the San Jacinto Handicap, six furlongs, at 
Houston, for his first start since September 20 
at Havre de Grace. He ran last all the way in 
a seven-horse field, but closed well and was 
worked on out a mile in 1:41 1-5 on a good track. 
His stablemate Cutie Face finished second to 
J. A. Nix’s Gay World. 

The race evidently put Sarada on edge. The 
following Monday, December 25, he won the first 
running of the Christmas Handicap ($2,000 add- 
ed, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) from a field of eight 
others. Ridden by J. Kacala and carrying 118 
pounds, top weight by the scale, he was sent to 
the lead after five furlongs and drew away 
slightly from the Three D’s Stock Farm Stable’s 
*Quatre Bras II (113). In the stretch Sarada 
weakened and swerved out badly, forcing *Quatre 
Bras II to go wide. If it had not been for the 
interference in the last furlong the brother to 
*Sir Gallahad III probably would have won over 
the son of *Sir Gallahad III. The margin be- 
tween them at the finish was only a head. Five

At Houston last week Owner M. Biser and 
Jockey A. Fermin were found guilty of having 
solicited bets and were suspended for the re- 
mainder of the meeting. 


MEXICO 


AGUA CALIENTE. 
ééFF\HE Caliente Jockey Club stands on trial 
during the coming season. It wants a 
place in the California circuit, and hopes by meri- 
torious example to win such a position. Joseph 
M. Schenck, head of the organization, has his 
mind set on making Caliente the watchword of 
class. As a Schenck enterprise bonded and guar- 
anteed by the motion picture genius, Caliente be- 
comes a new racing fortress. This meeting, the 
management avers, will serve to educate South- 
ern Californians to the intracacies of the game, 
and set a good, honest pattern that can be copied 
in California. 

“Schenck has ordered clean racing and honest 
racing. With this in mind he secured Judge C. 
Bruce Head, right-hand man for Col. Matt J. 
Winn, to bring it about. Judge Head, Kentucky 
horseman of high standing, rules the Turf at 
Churchill Downs, scene of the Kentucky Derby, 
at Latonia, Washington Park and Lincoln Fields. 

“Lou Anger personally represents Schenck in 
direct management. He has surrounded himself 
with an elaborate staff of Turf-wise California 
gentlemen. Zeke Caress wields the whip over 
mutuels and books, with Billy Koch, New Yorker, 
his principal aide on the slates. Caress hopes 
to create an ‘open ring’ at Caliente.” 

The above paragraphs were among those 
thrown in waste baskets of sports editors in vari- 
ous parts of the country last week after having 
emerged from the publicity department of the 
Caliente Jockey Club (the Agua has been 
dropped). 

Another release from the extremely active pub- 
licity department announced that the public had 
hailed the announcement of the open ring “with 
shouts of satisfaction and joy.”” Those who re- 
membered the history of Tijuana and Agua Cali- 
ente reserved their applause to be given if and 
when earned. Mr. Anger warned: “I want the 
public to understand thoroughly that the open 
ring will be on trial only.” 

The scheduled 75 days of racing at Agua Cali- 
ente opened Sunday, December 24, with a crowd 
which some of the newspapers reported as high 
as 15,000 persons. Chariot races were offered as a 
side-show. The next day, Christmas, about 6,000 
saw the program, of which the feature was the 
Christmas Handicap, won by Bahamas. 

Agua Caliente’s principal race, the Agua Cali- 
ente Handicap, $25,000 added, will be closed to 
nominations at midnight January 1. Among 
those already named for the race are Sarada, 
Sweeping Light, Kerry Patch, Gay World. Gal- 
lant Sir’s name is not yet in the ring. 


BAHAMAS’ CHRISTMAS HANDICAP. 
The Agua Caliente Christmas Handicap ($1,000 
added, all ages, 1 mile and 70 yards) run Christ- 
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mas Day, was won by the Oak Tree Stable’s 
Bahamas (107), favorite in the field of eight. 
After leading most of the distance he lasted to 
win by a nose from the Pasadena Stable’s On- 
rush (3-y-o, 103). Three and a half lengths back 
in third place was the T7-year-old Dr. Freeland 
(100), now fallen far below the estate of his 
younger days. T. Donley’s Al Jolson (3-y-o, 
102) was fourth. The others were Midshipman 
(3-y-0, 100), Prince Pest (104), Dis Dat (107), 
Bonny Grafton (3-y-o0, 108). Time, :23 4-5, 
147 3-5, 1:12 4-5, 1:38 3-5, 1:43, track fast.

FLORIDA 


OPENING AT TROPICAL PARK. 

ROMOTERS “and owners of Florida’s two 

principal race courses, Tropical Park and 
Hialeah Park, both at Miami, were in good spirits 
last week as the opening of the winter season 
neared. Tropical Park, which begins the season 
next Saturday, December 30, will continue for 22 
racing days, then close down until after Hialeah 
Park’s 45-day session, which is continuous. Wil- 
liam Vincent Dwyer, who has displaced Frank 
J. Bruen as manager of the track, was quoted 
last week by his publicity department: 


“T believe that Miami racing will reach a new 
all-time high popularity and play for winter 
tracks this season. Last spring Tropical Park 
had an average daily attendance of 6,600, greater 
by one-half than the other Miami track. With 
75,000 more tourists in Miami than at this time 
last year, I believe that we will raise our daily at- 
tendance to 10,000.” 


Reports last week indicated that approximately 
1,000 horses are already at Miami, quartered at 
both tracks, and other shipments are coming in. 
Jack B. Campbell, who will act as racing secre- 
tary at Tropical Park, arrived early this week 
to take up his duties in his office. Robert S. 
Shelley has been attending to the preliminary 
registration of horses. 

Tropical Park has not yet followed Hialeah 
Park’s example of replacing pari-mutuel ma- 
chines with the totalizator, but has announced 
“a preventative system to eliminate use of 
narcotics on horses.” This action was brought 
about by pressure from the Florida State Racing 
Commission, which has appointed a veterinarian, 
a chemist and 12 inspectors to supervise the 
operation of dope-control methods on Florida 
tracks. How the horses to be tested will be se- 
lected has not yet been announced, but last week 
the track’s publicity department stated that Dr. 
J. G. Catlett, the veterinarian appointed by the 
state, will take “a saliva specimen of the horse 
under suspicion.” The specimen will be turned 
over to the state-employed chemist on the 
grounds and the analysis will be completed 
within an hour. 


CHARLES McLENNAN APPOINTED. 

E. R. Burch, secretary of the Miami Jockey 
Club, announced at Hialeah Park December 22 
that Charles J. McLennan had been appointed 
racing secretary for the forthcoming meeting, 
succeeding his father, who died at Miami Decem- 
ber 21. Charles McLennan had been for several 
years an assistant to his father and is considered 
quite capable. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN. 

ONDAY of this week, Christmas day, 20 

days of racing came to a close at the new 
track at Charles Town, W. Va. Pitched on an 
unpretentious scale but with a set of officials that 
would have done credit to one of the most im- 
portant tracks in the country, the meeting at- 
tracted good horses and was conducted in an ex- 
emplary manner, setting a propitious example 
for other tracks yet to be built in the Panhandle 
State. However, bad weather overtook the meet- 
ing, as might have been expected, considering the 
lateness of the season, and the management prob- 
ably experienced a severe loss. The promoters, 
represented by Joseph B. Boyle and Thomas K. 
Lynch, announced themselves as highly pleased 
with the results of the meeting. Work is to be 
started soon on the improvements that had to be 
left unfinished when the meeting began Decem- 
ber 2. 


“RINGER” NIPPED. 

M. Krock, Perth Amboy, N. J., and his two 
horses Hustle Over and Axenby, were suspended 
at Charles Town December 23. The charge is 
that an attempt was made to “ring’’ Two Brooms 
as Hustle Over, by dyeing his white marks. 


HIALEAH PARK STAKES. 

In this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE will be found 
an advertisement of the stakes races which will 
feature the coming racing season at Hialeah 
Park, Miami. The stakes program is much the 
same as last year, and it will be noted that the 
Nursery Stakes No. 1 has a value of $2,000 
added, not $2,500 as was given in a list of the 
stakes previously published in THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


HOPKINS WITH ANALL STABLE. 

In New York City last week, Allan Ryan con- 
firmed a report that his Anall Stable would be 
trained next year by Fred Hopkins, who has been 
vacationing since leaving the employ of C. V.
